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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicants submission filed on 2/7/05 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1 . Claims 1-9 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The disclosure, as originally filed, fails to provide support for temporary 
electrical contact limitations disclosed in the claims. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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3. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 8 includes limitations to a particular electrical connectivity using time 
frame using "temporary electrical contact". The time frame of the connectivity cannot be 
determined without knowing what is "permanent" time frame relative to "temporary", and the 
patent record discloses as being they are permanently connected. They render the claims vague 
and indefinite as well as competitors would be unable to discern the bounds of the invention. 

NOTE: no rejection is given to the limitations "a temporary electrical contact" limitations 
disclosed in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Grube et al (US 5,525,545) in view of Umbaugh (US 3,855,693) and Butherus et al (US 
3,612,955), and further in view of Degani et al (US 6,370,766). 

Grube discloses in Fig. 5 magnetically drawing the assembly. 

Grube fails to disclose the location of the magnetic and electrically testing during bun-in 
testing the plurality of electrical components by applying test signals to the width linear array of 
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electrical contacts, which includes heating the components to an elevated temperature while 
applying an electrical bias to the components as well as burn-in testing either heating cycling or 
variously. 

Umbaugh discloses in Fig. 4 magnetic means 40-41-44-45 and Butherus discloses 
ferromagnetics and electronmagnet in different locations. 

Degani discloses electrically testing during bun-in testing the plurality of electrical 
components by applying test signals to the width linear array of electrical contacts, which 
includes heating the components to an elevated temperature while applying an electrical bias to 
the components. 

Official Notice is taken that it is well known in the art to provide during burn-in testing 
heat is provide either cycling or variously to purposely fail the component. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Grube by positioning the magnet around the assembly, as taught by 
Umbaugh and Butherus, for the purpose of simultaneously holding a plurality of assemblies and 
less components to include in the assembly such as a spring. 

Futher, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Grube by electrically testing during bun-in testing the plurality of 
electrical components by applying test signals to the width linear array of electrical contacts, 
which includes heating the components to an elevated temperature while applying an electrical 
bias to the components as well as burn- in testing either heating cycling or variously, as taught by 
Degani and Official Notice, for the purpose of properly aligning the components to the assigned 
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electrical pads and determining whether the components are functioning properly or not before 
the final assembly is performed to improve customer satisfaction.
